ligion! He was the head of the 
established church, the Angiicau 
church. He didn’t dream, I am 
sure, that he would bring disgrace 
on himself and break his mother’s 
heart and send his father down in 
shame to his grave and break the 
hearts of multitudes of subjects. 
Sin — you never know where it will 
end!
